Saturday morning Soapy Balboni 
and Dom Ricco shivered with me 
while we enticed the wily trout 
to open his mouth and take the 
various lures we offered. 

Soapy counted 15 boats on the 
lake at one time. All the boats 
were taking fish. When we left 
at 1 p.m., I had boated five large 
rainbows and my two partners, 2 
each. 

Ice had just gone out of the 
lake and the fish were on a hit¬ 
ting binge. From now on, the 
fisherman will have' to know what 
he is doing and will no doubt 
have to study the conditions ser¬ 
iously in order to net a few fish. 

Trout usually feed on the sur¬ 
face or just below it, near the 
bottom or just above it. The mid¬ 
dle area is usually barren of food 
and trout. Shore fishermen that 
are fishing on the bottom are 
taking trout at Congamond. Yel¬ 
low salmon eggs and com are 
the heavy producers. Bits of 
night crawlers are doing alright 
in the North Pond. 

Sunday morning Bob Wolfe, 
Wolfe’s Garage, South wick, and 
I battled the Quabbin horde of 
fishermen. It is an amazing sight 
to behold. It seems that every 
fisherman with a boat has to be 
the first one on the water. They 
shove, push, cuss and very near¬ 
ly come to blows trying to get 
their boats on the water. 

We succeeded to launch our 
craft without mishap and no 
lumps. I headed up stream to 
the area between the two brooks. 
This is out of Gate eight launch¬ 
ing area. Would you believe that 
we fished from 6:45 a.m. to 4 
p.m. and did not take a fish? In 
fact, very few fish were caught. 
Earlier in the week the salmon 
were hitting like mad. A couple 
of Springfield fishermen caught 
17 salmtm and released all but 
four and they took their limit 
in rainbow trout last Thursday. 

No doubt the all night rain bad 
something to do with the fish 
being inactive. We will hit it 
again in the near future.

Truly, 
it is a minor amount to belong 
to any professional association 
which help fellow workers, but 
one cannot always be selfish and 
say “What does it do for me?” 
However, it does not cost any¬ 
thing at all to always he critical 
of everything, sit back and let 
the others do the work, then reap 
any and all benefits; but still cri¬ 
ticize. IS THIS FAIR??? 

In the same vein, are princi¬ 
pals, counselors or administrators 
a different breed of teachers or 
what? Do they marcn to a differ¬ 
ent beat of the drum ? When was 
the lust time they faced a class¬ 
room of any sort and taught? 
Have they recently worked under 
handicaps such as; large classes, 
not enough books or materials; 
which they are willing to impose 
on others? Does the school com¬ 
mittee, representing the epitome 
of education, have any real con¬ 
cept of what goes on in the 
schools? Or are they so politically 
inclined and wish to show the 
local citizens bow they save'hard- 
earned tax dollars? Is a decent 
education in this town to be 
achieved with sensible guidance 
and coordination with people in¬ 
volved, or is everything political, 
at the expense of our children?— 
The Future Citizens—Are we 
short-changing our students? Are 
people in certain places pressur¬ 
ing the one s who work for them ? 
Is political pressure and black¬ 
mail or fear the answer? 

It seems to he past the time to 
Wake Up and Face Reality in 
regards to Education in Agawam.
